MEANS TO OUR WOMEN 

VOTERS 

(By an Associate Editor) 

Our recent local primary election was 
ipiite naturally the time to bring up 
many questions regarding women voters 
and the ballot. 

The .Nineteenth Amendment gave the 
women of the I'nited States the privil- 
ege to vote and also gave them other 
privileges such as jury duty and the 
payment of taxes on occupation, both, 
of which have been the right and duty 
of male voters. 

The voting privilege seems to have 
been gracefully accepted, in fact i' 
seems to have been foremost in the 
minds nf those who worked for the 
ami ndnieni . The amendnietit however 
gave them the right- of •■ ii i/eu-hiji 
including I l.e vole and it i- In be boped 
that other duties will be tis .jinriiuisiv 
accepted.

Many "Women Unable to Vote 

line in incoinpiete registration, and 
the failure oi' many u omen to register 
ticcoidiio' to parly, a great deal of con- 
fusion resulted at the primaries. The 
interest in the School Hoard 110111111:1- 
tions broiiglii a large proportion of the 
women voters out, numbers of whom 
were unable to vote on either I lie He- 
publican or 1 leiuo.-ral u- nominees. 

It is staled that this was due, partly 
to the lieu voter.-' ignorance of the 
method of conducting the primaries, 
and partly to a large number of errors 
in lopyiug the registration records. 
It is true that in some cases, where 11 
voter « ns correctly entered in the public 
list dou nst airs in Klin Hall according 
to party, he or -he was recorded as 
non-pail issiu, or with 110 party regis 
try. in the book used by the election 
olticials at the polls. 

Many others claimed that they had 
registered according to party, anil had 
seen their decimal ioa so recorded. The 
oilice of the t'mmly Commissioner at 
N'orristou 11 was besieged with phone 
calls from voters asking if .something 
could not be done at that late hour to 
straighten things mil. They were in- 
formed that the ri'i-or..'- at the Narberth 
polls would have to stand at this elec- 
tion. 

The iwilbility of many to vote on the 
partisan nominations did not prevent 
them from casting their ballots on the 
question of the proposed constitutional 
convention, and 409 votes were cast on 
this question. 

Failure of registration according to 
party will not prevent those barred 
from the primary from voting at the 
general election in November. It is 
hoped that some stcpB will be taken 
to keep the voters informed on methods 
of registration, so that this condition 
•will not be repeated nt a future prim- 
ary election.

The Women Voters' Meeting 
The newspapers in general are of 
the opinion that the failure of the 
Constitutional Convention project was 
due to the pernicious activities of the 
famous General Apathy. It is certain, 
that an unusually small vote was cast 
throughout the State, and that feu- 
voters knew much about the subject. 
In the face of this it is interesting 
to note that the large vote polled on 
the question in Narberth, and the fact 
that here the vote was favorable by 
a proportion of six to one.

Technically, one must pay his oi- 
lier tax in order to vote, and as no 
one has ever been challenged for 
this cttusc, it is assumed that all 
taxes are paid up. (Large smile on 
face of Tax Collector.) 

Narberth is now in the i)th Congres- 
sional district instead of Sth, as lie- 
fore the redistricting. 

The Constitutional Convention 
Mr. Kenneth L. M. l'ray, Secretary 
of the Public Charities Association of 
Pennsylvania, who has been at Harris- 
burg for several sessions and who was 
to a large extent responsible for the 
passage of the bill creating the De- 
partment of Public Welfare, gave a 
convincing talk on the events of the 
proposed Constitutional Convention 
which was defeated by the State at the 
primaries. 

He explained thnt the vote tit the 
primary wus whether or not the Oov- 
ernor should call the convention, and 
at the November election, citizens 
would elect three delegates from each 
Congressional district — each elector vot- 
ing for only two candidates. The 
electorate will have «« .opportunity to 
vote on such changes as nre. proposed 
by the Constitutional Convention. 

The last convention was fifty •years 
ago. During this period, thoro. have 
been- many transitions in theory and 
form' of government so that a revised 
Constitution is now a necessity If we 
are to keep in. the front of American 
Commonwealths.
